blaming someone else’s failings: 
who doesn’t consider it “ square*’ 
to wonder what more he can do 
instead of why he 
shouldn’t be 
doing what he’s doing. 
Whether “ privileged** or “ un­ 
derprivileged,” each of us should 
be judged by what he does with

he inherits — not merely 
excused as a “ victim of his en­ 
vironment.”

“Only two other Midwest in­ 
stitutions have collections which 
can compare with ours,” Dr. 
John Thibault, chairman of the 
department, said. Another en­ 
hancing factor is the numerous 
individual collections given to fee 
Library and purchased, hi 1947, 
about 1,000 volumes owned by 
the late Thomas Moore Johnson 
of Osceola, Mo., were given the 
Library by his son, Franklin P. 
Johnson. The collection spans 
the centuries from the Ancient 
Greeks 
to the 
19th century. 
Several hundred of the volumes 
were published in the 16fe and 
17fe centuries. 
The Paul Lejay library of 6.000 
volumes was purchased in 1921.
